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White House asserts 'vast effort to protect elections

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
sponding to wide-ranging 
criticism that it lacked a 
clear national strategy to 
protect U.S. elections, the 
Trump administration put 
on a show of force Thurs¬ 
day and said the presi¬ 
dent had directed a "vast, 
government-wide effort" to 
safeguard a cornerstone of 
American democracy. 
John Bolton, the national 
security adviser, also wrote 
in a letterto Senate Demo¬ 
crats that "President Trump 
hasnotand willnottolerate 
interference in America's 
system of representative 
government." 

The warning to American 
adversaries came as top 
U.S. intelligence and home- 
la nd sec urity offic ia Is ra ised 
alarms about potential ef¬ 
forts to influence the 2018 
and 2020 elections. Home¬ 
land security chief Kirstjen 
Nielsen said: "Our democ¬ 
racy is in the crosshairs." 

'We continue to see a per¬ 
vasive messaging cam¬ 
paign by Russia to try to 
weaken and divide the 
United States," Director of 
National Intelligence Dan 
Coats said. 

Their rare appearance dur¬ 
ing a White House briefing 
came as a display of re¬ 
solve, weeks after Trump 
publicly undermined the 
conclusions of American 
intelligence agencies re¬ 
garding Russian interfer¬ 
ence. After suffering a bi¬ 
partisan outcry, Trump later 
said he accepted those 
findings 

Along with National Secu¬ 
rity Agency Director Paul 


Nakasone and FBI Direc¬ 
tor Christopher Wray, they 
appeared together at the 
White House on Thursday 
to try to reassure the Ameri¬ 
can people they are doing 
everything in their powerto 
address the threat. 

'We're throwing everything 
at it," Coats said. 

Nakasone, who is also the 
commander of the U.S. 
CyberCommand, said the 
command and the NSA 
are both tracking a wide 
range of foreign cyber 
adversaries and "are pre¬ 
pared to conduct opera¬ 
tions against those actors 
attempting to undermine 
our nation's midterm elec¬ 
tions" 

Nakasone did not divulge 
details of the U.S. cyber 
playbook or say what U.S. 


responses might have al¬ 
ready taken place, saying 
the operations a re sensitive 
and require confidential¬ 
ity to achieve success "I 
won't discuss the specif¬ 
ics, except to state that 
ourforcesare well-trained, 
ready and very capable," 
he said. 

At one of his confirmation 
hearings in March, Naka¬ 
sone said his role was to 
provide a series of cyber 
options that might be used 
as a deterrent to Russian 
meddling, but he told Con¬ 
gress then that cyber or 
military options might not 
be the most effective. "In 
fact, it may be less effec¬ 
tive than other options that 
might be considered," he 
said. 

Asked specifically if he had 


been ordered or autho¬ 
rized to conduct any of¬ 
fensive cyber operations in 
response to foreign med¬ 
dling in the U.S., Nakasone 
offered a vague response. 
'So my guidance and the 
direction from the pres¬ 
ent secretary of defense is 
very clear, we're not going 
to accept meddling in the 
elections. And it's very un¬ 
ambiguous" 

Nielsen, Wray and Naka¬ 
sone had all gathered 
earlier this week in New 
York City with leaders of 
top finance, energy and 
telecommunications com¬ 
panies for a cybersecurity 
summit, where they spoke 
of the urgent need for a 
collective, collaborative 
approach to security. 

At the event, Nielsen said 


the cyber threat now ex¬ 
ceeds the danger of a 
physical attack against 
the U.S. by a hostile foreign 
group. 

Wray told reporters that 
compared to 2016, in 2018 
"we are not yet seeing the 
same kind of efforts to spe¬ 
cifically target election in¬ 
frastructure," but that other 
efforts to influence public 
opinion continue. He add¬ 
ed that the FBI has active 
investigations on foreign 
influence a cross a II 56 of its 
field offices. 

"Make no mistake, the 
scope of this foreign influ¬ 
ence threat is both broad 
and deep,"he said. 

But Nielsen said U.S. agen¬ 
cies have "seen a willing¬ 
ness and a capability on 
the pa rt of the Russia ns" to 
attack U.S. election infra¬ 
structure. 

On Capitol Hill, lawmakers 
in both partieshave pushed 
election security toward 
the top of the fall agenda 
amid heightened concerns 
about interference by Rus¬ 
sia ns and others in the mid¬ 
term elections. 

Both Republicans and 
Democrats have criti¬ 
cized the administration's 
response as fragmented, 
without enough coordina¬ 
tion across federal agen¬ 
cies And with the mid¬ 
terms only three months 
away, critics have called 
on Trump to take a stronger 
stand.

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Bookkeeper: Raul Manafort 
approved every penny 1 of bills

ALEXANDRIA, Va. (AP) — 

Paul Manafort inflated his 
business income by mil¬ 
lions of dollars and kept 
his bookkeeper in the dark 
a bout the foreign bank ac¬ 
counts he was using to buy 
luxury items and pay per¬ 
sonal expenses, according 
to testimony during his trial 
Thursday. 

But he otherwise approved 
"every penny" of the per¬ 
sonal bills bookkeeper 
HeatherWashkuhn paid for 
him, she said. 

That testimony is important 
to special counsel Robert 
Mueller's team as it looks to 
rebut defense arguments 
that Manafort can't be re¬ 
sponsible for financial fraud 
because he left the details 
of his spending to others. 
That includes his longtime 
associate Rick Gates, who 
pleaded guilty earlier this 
year and is expected to 
testify soon as the govern¬ 
ment's star witness. 

"I would say he was very 
knowledgeable. He was 
very detail-oriented. He 
approved every penny of 
everything we paid,"Wash- 
kuhn told jurors. 

She also described doc¬ 
uments submitted by 
Manafort to obtain loans 
Prosecutors say the docu¬ 
ments inflated the net in¬ 
come of his business by 
roughly $4 million, and they 
say he tried to pass them 
off ascoming from herac- 
counting firm. 

The fraudulent loan 
documents came after 
Ma na fort's politica I consult- 
ing work in the Ukraine had 
dried up and ashe had be¬ 
gun to financially struggle, 
prosecutors say. Washkuhn 
told jurors a bout a series of 
emails she sent him in 2016 


warning that he was be¬ 
hind on his payments, in¬ 
cluding to her. 

Manafort faces charges of 
bankfraud and taxevasion 
that could put him in prison 
forthe rest of his life. It's the 
first courtroom test of Muel¬ 
ler's team, which is tasked 
with looking into Russia's 
efforts to interfere with the 
U.S. election and wheth¬ 
er the Trump presidential 
campaign colluded with 
Moscow to sway voters. 
While the question of collu¬ 
sion remains unanswered, 
M ana fort's financial fraud 
trial hasexposed the lucra¬ 
tive and secretive world 
of foreign lobbying that 
made Manafort rich. 

Other witnesses testifying 
this week said Manafort 
paid them millions from 
the offshore accounts tied 
to foreign shell companies 
for landscaping, expensive 
clothing and even a kara¬ 
oke machine. 

When prosecutor Greg 
Andres read off some of 
the offshore companies to 
Manafort's bookkeeper, 
she said Manafort never 
told her about them. She 
said she would have docu¬ 
mented them for tax pur¬ 
poses if he had. 

On cross-examination, 
Manafort attorney Thomas 
Zfehnle tried to get Wash¬ 
kuhn to say Gates was 
heavily involved in approv¬ 
ing expenses.The Manafort 
legal team has been work¬ 
ing to convince the jury 
thatGatesisto blame rath¬ 
er than their client. 

But Washkuhn said that 
while Gates dealt with 
some business matters for 
Manafort's consulting firm, 
"mainly Mr. Manafort was 
the approval source." 

The federal judge oversee¬ 
ing the trial has questioned 
the hundreds of exhibits 






prosecutors want to submit 
as evidence of Manafort's 
lavish spending. 

U.S. District Judge T.S. El¬ 
lis III said the money is rel¬ 
evant, but he doesn't see 
the need for prosecutors 
to "gild the lily," especially 
considering Manafort's 
lawyers have not disputed 
that their client spent his 
money on luxury items.Q

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Trump proposes car-mileage rollback; states sue in protest

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cit¬ 
ing safety, the Trump ad¬ 
ministration on Thursday 
proposed rolling back car- 
mileage standards, back¬ 
ing away from years of 
government efforts to cut 
Americans' trips to the gas 
station and reduce un¬ 
healthy, climate-changing 
tailpipe emissions 
If the proposed rule be¬ 
comes final, it could roil 
the auto industry as it pre¬ 
pares for new model years 
and weaken one of the 
federal government's chief 
weapons against climate 
change — regulating emis¬ 
sions from cars and other 
vehicles. The result, oppo¬ 
nents say, will be dirtier air 
and more pollution-related 
illnessand death. 

The proposal itself estimates 
it could cost tens of thou¬ 
sands of jobs— auto work¬ 
ers who deal with making 
vehicles more fuel efficient. 
The administration also 
said it wants to revoke an 
authority granted to Cali¬ 
fornia under the half-cen¬ 
tury-old Clean Air Act to 
set its own, tougher mile¬ 
age standards. California 
and 16otherstatesalready 
have filed suit to block any 
change in the fuel efficien¬ 
cy rules 

'The EPA has handed de¬ 
cision making over to the 
fossil fuel lobbyists ... the 
flat-Earthers, the climate 
change deniers," said Mas¬ 
sachusetts Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Maura Healey. 

The proposal would freeze 
U.S. mileage standards at 
levels mandated by the 
Obama administration for 
2020, when the new vehic le 
fleet will be required to hit 
an average of 30 miles per 
gallon in real-world driving. 
The proposed change, halt¬ 


ing further improvement re¬ 
quirements, stakes its case 
on consumer choice and 
on highway safety claims 
challenged by many trans¬ 
portation experts. 

The administration says 
waiving requirements for 
greater fuel efficiency 
would make cars and light 
trucks somewhat more af¬ 
fordable. And that, it said, 
would get vehicles with the 
latest technology into the 
hands of consumers more 
quic kly. 

It's got "everything to do 
with just trying to tum over 
the fleet ... and get more 
clean and safe carson the 
road," said Bill Wehrum, as¬ 
sistant administrator of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The administration will now 
seek public comment on 
its proposal and a range 
of other options, including 
leaving the tighter, Obama 
fuelstandardsin place. 
Some Republican lawmak¬ 
ers supported the mileage 
freeze, but environmental 
groupsand many statesas- 


sailed it. 

'This has to be absolutely 
one of the most harmful 
and dumbest actions that 
the EPA has taken," said 
Healey of Massachusetts, 
one of the attorneys gen¬ 
eral from 19 states and the 
District of Columbia object¬ 
ing to the change. "It's go¬ 
ing to cost drivers here and 
across the country hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
more atthe pump." 

The EPA under President 
Barack Obama had pro¬ 
posed mileage standards 
that gradually would be¬ 
come tougher, rising to 36 
miles per gallon in 2025, 10 
mpg higher than the cur¬ 
rent requirement. Califor¬ 
nia and the automakers 
agreed to the rules in 2012, 
setting a single national fuel 
economy standard. 

Soon after taking office, 
President Donald Trump 
called fora rollback, urging 
"common sense changes" 
if the mileage requirements 
threatened auto industry 
jobs 

However, his administra¬ 


tion's report on Thursday 
projects that relaxing mile¬ 
age standards would cost 
60,000 auto jobs by 2030. 
Those losses would hit the 
estimated 200,000 U.S. jobs 
that deal with making ve¬ 
hicles more fuel efficient, 
said Simon Mui of the Nat¬ 
ural Resources Defense 
Council. 

A Transportation Depart¬ 
ment spokesperson called 
the estimate of job losses 
"rough approximations" 
Two formerEPA mileage of¬ 
ficials said the administra¬ 
tion's proposal departed 
from years of findings on 
fuel efficiency, car safe¬ 
ty, exhaust emissions and 
costs. 

'They don't offerany mean¬ 
ingful example of what has 
changed so dramatically" 
to warrant the reversal, 
said Jeff Alson, who until 
this spring was a senior en¬ 
gineers the EPA'stranspor- 
tation and airquality office. 
"In my opinion the only way 
they got there was, they 
knew what kind of results 
they were told to get and 


they cooked the books to 
get that result." 

Chet France, an EPA senior 
executive until his retire¬ 
ment in 2012, called the 
administration's contention 
that the mileage freeze 
would cause only a tiny in¬ 
crease in climate-changing 
exhaust emissions "bogus." 
California Gov. J erry Brown 
said his state "will fight this 
stupidity in every conceiv¬ 
able way possible." 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion had planned to keep 
toughening fuel require¬ 
ments through 2026, say¬ 
ing those and other regu¬ 
lations on vehicles would 
save 40,000 lives annually 
through cleaner air. That 
argument remained on the 
EPA'swebsite Thursday. 
According to Trump ad¬ 
ministration estimates, the 
Obama fuel efficiency 
standards would raise the 
price of vehicles by an av¬ 
erage of $2,340. That would 
price many buyers out of 
the new-vehicle market, 
forcing them to drive older, 
less-safe vehicles that pol¬ 
lute more, the administra¬ 
tion says. 

Heidi King, deputy ad¬ 
ministrator of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration, said the freeze 
would reduce highway 
deaths by 1,000 per year 
"by reducing these barri¬ 
ers that prevent consum¬ 
ers from getting into the 
newer, safer, cleaner, more 
fuel-effic ient cars." 

But private transporta¬ 
tion experts say there are 
so many factors involved 
that the 1,000-lives figure 
is questionable. The af¬

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Wisconsin man contracts rare blood infection from dog

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A Wis¬ 
consin man was preparing 
for additional surgeries af¬ 
ter having part of his legs 
and forearms amputated 
because of a dog lick that 
led to a rare blood infec¬ 
tion, his wife said Thursday. 
Greg Manteufel, 48, has 
been hospitalized since 
late J une, when he went to 
a Milwaukee-area hospital 
with flu-like symptoms. He 
was in good spirits despite 
having undergone seven 
surgeries so far, his wife, 
Dawn Manteufel, told The 
Associated Press 
She said her husband was 
heading into the operating 
room again on Thursday 
and still had three more 
surgeries to go, but that 
he was looking forward to 
being fitted for prosthetic 
limbs. 

"He's happy to be here. He 
said he didn't come this 
far to cry about it and say, 
'Why me?"'she said. 

Her husband was diag¬ 
nosed with a blood infec¬ 
tion caused by capnocy- 
tophaga, bacteria that 
is common in the saliva 
of cats and dogs but al¬ 
most never leads to ill¬ 
ness, said Dr. Silvia Munoz- 
Price, an epidemiologist 
with Froedtert & the Medi¬ 
cal College of Wisconsin, 
where Manteufel is being 
treated. 


The doctor said animal lov¬ 
ers have no need to panic: 
They're more likely to die in 
a car accident than to be 
infected by the bacteria. 
"It's extremely rare. Do not 
get rid ofyourpets. Contin¬ 
ue behaving the same way 
that you have behaved 
with yourpetsup until now," 
Munoz-Price said. 

Dawn Manteufel said her 
husband's symptoms be¬ 
gan on J une 26, with a fe¬ 
ver and pain in his legs. But 
then he started experienc¬ 
ing delirium, and bruises 
and blemishes developed 
during the short car ride 
to a hospital in West Bend, 
Wisconsin, where he was 
treated initially, she said. 
The infection caused Greg 
Manteufel's blood pres¬ 
sure to drop and circula¬ 
tion in his limbs to rapidly 
decrease, which in itself 
isn't unusual for blood in¬ 
fections, Munoz-Price said. 
The infection was quickly 
cleared with antibiotics, but 
the problem in Manteufel's 
case "was that his body 
mounted an overwhelm¬ 
ing response to this original 
blood infection and he shut 
down the circulation of his 
limbs,"the doctorsaid. 
Doctors first amputated 
Manteufel's legs, just below 
the knee. His forearms we re 
amputated two weeks lat¬ 
er, his wife said. 

The tip of her husband's 
nose also lost blood circu¬

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lation and will need surgery 
to repair, she said. 

It's unknown which dog 
gave Manteufel the infec¬ 
tion. He and hiswife own an 
8-year-old pit bull, but she 
said her husband came in 
contact with several dogs 
in the days leading to his in¬ 
fection, including a stray he 
encountered during his job 
as a house painter. 
According to the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention, up to 74 per¬ 
cent of dogs and up to 57 
percent of cats have cap- 
nocytophaga. People also 
have a different strain of 
the same bacteria in their 
mouths, Munoz-Price said. 
'We have trillions of bac¬ 
teria in our bodies. Usually 
those bacteria live happily 
with us. Sometimesthey act 
up,"she said. 

The CDC doesn't track the 
number of infections from 
capnocytophaga. 

Dawn Manteufel said that 
once her husband is re¬ 
leased from the hospital, 
he will temporarily move in 
with his parents because 


they live in a one-story 
home that will be easierfor 
him to navigate. 

Eventually, she said, she 
and her husband will have 
to sell the two-story house 
they've lived in for 18 years 
and move elsewhere. 


"His words are, 'It is what it 
is,"' Dawn Manteufel said.

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Reports Oregon ha spot oversupply, Colorado hits the mark

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — Two 

of the first states to broadly 
legalize marijuana took 
different approaches to 
regulation that left Oregon 
with a vast oversupply and 
Colorado with a well-bal¬ 
anced market. But in both 
states prices for bud have 
plummeted. 

A new Oregon report by 
law enforcement found 
nearly 70 percent of the le¬ 
gal recreational marijuana 
grown goes unsold, while 
an unrelated state-com¬ 
missioned Colorado study 
found most growers there 
are planting less than half 
of their legal allotment — 
and still meeting demand. 
Ihe Oregon study released 
by the Oregon-ldaho High 
Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Area — a coalition of local, 
state and federal agencies 
— includes the medical 
and general-use markets 
and the illegal market, de¬ 
spite gaps in data on illicit 
marijuana grows. 

Ihe Colorado study, re¬ 
leased Thursday, focuses 
on the legal, general-use 
market, and researchers at 


the University of Colorado 
Boulder's business school 
and a Denver consulting 
firm had access to state 
tracking data to produce 
the first-of-its-kind a na lysis. 
The law enforcement study 
noted Oregon still has a se¬ 
rious problem with out-of- 
state trafficking and black 
market grows — and the 
top federal law enforce¬ 
ment officer in Oregon de¬ 
manded more coopera¬ 
tion from state and local of¬ 
ficials Thursday in a strident 
statement. 

'What is often lost in this 
discussion is the link be¬ 


tween marijuana and se¬ 
rious, interstate criminal 
activity. Overproduction 
is rampant, and the illegal 
transport of product out- 
of-state — a violation of 
both state and federal law 
— continues unchecked," 
sa id Billy Willia ms, U.S. Attor- 
neyforOregon. "It'stime for 
the state to wake up, slow 
down and address these 
issues in a responsible and 
thoughtful manner." 

The tandem reports never¬ 
theless offer different case 
studies for California and 
other pot-friendly states as 
they ramp up their legal 


pot industries They also un¬ 
derscore some key differ¬ 
ences in how broad legal¬ 
ization was handled that 
have helped shape differ¬ 
ently evolving markets in 
each state. 

Colorado sales of broadly 
legalized marijuana began 
in 2014, roughly two years 
before Oregon allowed 
marijuana to be sold at 
non-medical retail stores 
And from the beginning, 
Colorado had stricterregu- 
lations for its growers than 
Oregon did. 

Colorado gave existing 
medical marijuana growers 
the right of first refusa I for li¬ 
censes, cutting down right 
away on a potential source 
of black market produc¬ 
tion. The state also requires 
growers to show they have 
sold 85 percent of theirout- 
put before allowing them 
to expand their growing 
operation, said Beau Whit¬ 
ney, senior economist at 
na tio na I c a nna b is a na lytic s 
firm New Frontier Data. 
'That was the right ap¬ 
proach, and we've made 
that recommendation to 
other state regulators to 
do that because if you 
exclude the medical folks 
from entering the market, 
then there could be pro¬ 
pensity for diversion" to the 
black market, he said. 
'Colorado has done a 
good job in sizing the mar¬ 
ket. In Oregon, it's going to 
take a while for that bal¬ 
ance to be established." 
Oregon didn't give existing 
medical marijuana growers 
priority over new applicants 
as Colorado did, and it a Iso 
didn't cap licenses. That 
created a perfect storm of 
end less licenses for a II com¬ 
ers paired with less incen¬ 
tive for medical growers to 
enter the new industry. 

In J une, the Oregon Uquor 
Control Commission, which 
oversees general-use mari¬ 
juana, did put a pause on 
issuing new grow licensesto 
workthrougha monthslong 
backlog of applicants The 
Legislature will likely con¬ 
sider steps to get a handle 
on oversupply in the 2019 
session. 

The Pacific Northwest state 
also had to contend with 
a long-entrenched culture 
of illegal marijuana cultiva¬ 


tion along its border with 
California, where there 
are near-perfect outdoor 
growing conditions. That 
tradition of illicit marijuana 
has created a nightmare 
for law enforcement agen¬ 
cies in rural, heavily forested 
counties already stretched 
thin by budget cuts. 

The Oregon report, forex- 
ample, noted nearly 15,000 
pounds(6,800 kilograms) of 
marijuana with a street val¬ 
ue of $48 million has been 
seized heading to 37 other 
states. That doesn't include 
illegal pot snagged at Port¬ 
land International Airport. 

"I know a lot of the legal in¬ 
dustry in Oregon has been 
asking for stepped-up en¬ 
forcement to combat ille¬ 
gal operations, but there 
doesn't appear in those 
conversations a clearown- 
erofthe law enforcement," 
Whitney said. 

Although Colorado has 
been more successful in 
finding a balance between 
supply and demand, retail 
pricesforbud, ormarijuana 
flower, have plummeted in 
both states about 50 per¬ 
cent since 2015. 

That statistic could be de¬

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84^ year-old woman sues Arizona 
police citing excessive force

PHOENIX (AP) — A woma n 
who says she was seriously 
injured by police officers 
from an Arizona depart¬ 
ment under investigation 
for complaints of excessive 
force filed a lawsuit Thurs¬ 
day against two officers 
and the agency. 

Virginia Archer alleges in 
the suit filed in federal court 
that she was unlawfully ar¬ 
rested and subjected to 
"excessive, brutal and 
completely unnecessary 
force" by Mesa police offi¬ 
cers who went to herhome 
last February checking 
on her grandson's safety. 
The complaint names Of¬ 
ficers Christopher Orr and 
David Grimm, as well as 
the department and seeks 
unspecified punitive and 
compensatory damages. 
Media relations Officer 
Steve Berry sa id the depa rt- 
ment could not comment 
because the case involves 
pending litigation, and said 
the officers would not be 
made available for com¬ 
ment. 

The individualofficerscould 
not be immediately locat¬ 
ed separately forcomment 
and the Fraternal Order of 
the Police Lodge 9 that 
represents Mesa officers 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to a message seek¬ 
ing a response via its web 
page. 

OfficerNikolasRasheta, an¬ 
other department spokes¬ 
man, said the internal in¬ 
vestigation of the encoun¬ 
ter remains open and is 
nearing conclusion. 
Archerisfamily complained 
that the 84-year-old wom¬ 
an was left with severe 
bruises after the encoun- 
terthat began when Mesa 
police answered a call 


about a suicidal man with 
a gun. Photographs that 
her granddaughter Ashlee 
Hahn took of her bruised 
face and armssubsequent¬ 
ly were posted on the inter¬ 
net. 

Police at the time said the 
woman was injured when 
they were trying to keep 
her safe from the man and 
launched an internal inqui¬ 
ry- 

Archer said Wednesday 
night that she was sick 
in bed when the officers 
came to check on her 
grandson and insisted that 
she come outside because 
they believed there was a 
gun inside the home. The 
lawsuit does not indicate 
whetherthe grandson was 
charged with anything, 
but it says Orr cited Archer 
for obstruction of justice, a 
charge a prosecutor later 
dismissed. 

A police department state¬ 
ment issued days after the 
encounter said the man 
was taken away for an 
evaluation. 

Archer said it was raining 
when she walked outside in 
herpajamasto talkwith the 
officers, and one grabbed 
her arm and threw her to 
the ground. She said she 
was also unnecessarily 
handcuffed. 

"No one has ever hurt me 
as bad as he did," Archer 
said. "It just makes you so 
afraid that you don't want 
to open your front door or 
evercall the police again." 
The lawsuit a lieges that Orr 
harmed Archerand Grimm 
failed to intervene. It says 
the officers later attempt¬ 
ed to justify their actions 
by contending the woman 
was being combative and 
not following directions It 
says the department took 


no action against the offi¬ 
cers 

"fhe original police state¬ 
ment about the incident 
said the woman had 
seemed confused and "in 
order to keep her out of 
harm's way, a use of force 
incident occurred with the 
female, who was injured." It 


added she was transport¬ 
ed to a hospital. 

The Mesa Police Depart¬ 
ment has been under 
scrutiny in recent months 
for a pair of videotaped 
encounters involving its 
officers. Results of that in¬ 
vestigation have not been 
announced .□

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Pope mles out death penalty in change to c hurc h teac hing

VATICAN CnY (AP) — Pope 
Francis has decreed that 
the death penalty is "inad¬ 
missible" under all circum¬ 
stances and the Catholic 
Church should campaign 
to abolish it, a change in 
church teaching that could 
influence Catholic politi¬ 
cians and judges in the U.S. 
and across the globe. 

The change, announced 
Thursday, was hailed by 
anti-death penalty activists 
and scorned by Francis'fre¬ 
quent conservative critics, 
who said he had no right 
to change what Scripture 
revealed and popes have 
ta u g ht fo r c e ntu rie s. 

The Vatican said that Fran¬ 
cis had amended the Cat¬ 
echism of the Catholic 
Church — the compilation 
of official Catholic teach¬ 
ing — to say that capital 
punishment can never be 
sanctioned because itcon- 
stitutes an "attack" on the 
dignity of human beings. 
Previously, the catechism 
said the church didn't ex¬ 
clude recourse to capital 
punishment "if this is the only 
possible way of effectively 
defending human lives 
against the unjust aggres¬ 
sor." Past popes have up¬ 
held that position, though 
St. J ohn Paul II began urg¬ 
ing an end to the practice 
and stressed that the guilty 
were just as deserving of 
dignity as innocents 
The new teaching says the 
previous policy is outdated 
because there are new 
ways to protect the com¬ 
mon good, and the church 
should instead commit itself 
to working to end capital 
punishment. 

"Recourse to the death 
penalty on the part of le¬ 
gitimate authority, follow¬ 
ing a fair trial, was long 
considered an appropriate 
response to the gravity of 
certain crimes and an ac¬ 
ceptable, albeit extreme 
means of safeguarding the 
common good," reads the 
new text. 

Today 'there is an increas¬ 
ing awareness that the 
dignity of the person is not 
lost even afterthe commis¬ 
sion of very serious crimes," 
it said, adding that society 
now has effective ways to 


detain prisoners so they 
aren't a threat and even 
provide the possibility of re¬ 
habilitation. 

"Consequently, the church 
teaches, in the light of the 
Gospel, that the death 
penalty is inadmissible be¬ 
cause it isan attackon the 
inviolability and dignity of 
the person and she works 
with determination for its 
abolition worldwide," reads 
the new text, which was 
approved in May but only 
published Thursday. 

The death penalty has 
been abolished in most of 
Europe and South Ameri¬ 
ca, but it is still in use in the 
United States and in coun¬ 
tries in Asia, Africa and the 
Middle East. This week Turk¬ 
ish President Tayyip Erdo- 
gan said the death penalty 
could soon be reinstated in 
Turkey, where it was abol¬ 
ished in 2004 as part of its 
bid to join the European 
Union. 

Within hours of Thursday's 
announcement, New York 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
vowed to introduce legisla¬ 
tion to remove the death 
penalty from New York 
state law. 

Francis' new teaching is 
also likely to feature in the 
confirmation process for 
Supreme Court nominee 
BrettKavanaugh,a church¬ 
going Catholic who, if con¬ 
firmed, would join four oth¬ 
er Catholic justices on the 
bench. 

One of their former Cath¬ 
olic members, the late 


Justice Antonin Scalia, fa¬ 
mously said that he didn't 
find the death penalty im¬ 
moral, and that any judge 
who did should resign. 

Sister Helen Prejean, the 
anti-death penalty cam¬ 
paigner whose ministry to 
a death row inmate in¬ 
spired the book and film, 
"Dead Man Walking," said 
the pope's new teaching 
would be more acutely felt 
in an upcoming planned 
execution in Nebraska un- 
derGov. Pete Ricketts, who 
Prejean called "a pro-life 
Catholic.". 

"If we say we are fordignity 
of all life, thatincludesinno- 
centand guiltyaswell,"she 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view with The Associated 
Press. 

She said she was "high as 
a kite" over Francis' deci¬ 
sion to close what she said 
were loopholes in previ¬ 
ous church teaching that 
failed to recognize that 
when a prisonerisstrapped 
to a gurney, he is rendered 
completely defenseless be¬ 
fore his executioner. 

'We can't claim anymore 
that's the only way you can 
defend society,"she said. 
Francis has long de¬ 
nounced the death pen¬ 
alty and even opposes life 
sentences, which he has 
called "hidden" death sen¬ 
tences. 

He has also made prison 
ministry a mainstay of his 
vocation, and on nearly 
every foreign trip he vis¬ 
its inmates to offer words

of solidarity and hope. He 
remains in touch with a 
group of Argentine inmates 
he ministered to during his 
yeansasarchbishop of Bue- 
nosAires 

In an accompanying let¬ 
ter explaining the change, 
the head of the Vatican's 
doctrine office, Cardinal 
Luis Ladaria, said the pope 
wasn't contradicting prior 
church teac hing on capital 
punishment but was "refor¬ 
mulating" it to express "an 
authentic development of 
doctrine." 

The Rev. Robert Gahl, a 
moral theologian atRome's 
Pontifical Holy Cross Univer¬ 
sity, agreed. 

'With this new text the pope 
is not rejecting past teach¬ 
ing regarding the death 
penalty. He's not referring 
to the inherent morality or 
immorality of it, but to po¬ 
litical expedience within 
new circumstances to em¬ 
phasize the possibility of re¬ 
demption for all, including 
the most guilty," he said. 

In addition to Sister Prejean, 
other Catholic organiza¬ 
tions a re active in the anti¬ 
death penalty campaign, 
including the Sant'Egidio 
Community, which togeth¬ 
er with Italian authorities 
always lights up Rome's 
Colosseum whenever a 
country abolishes capital 
punishment. 

In a statement Thurs¬ 
day, Sant'Egidio said the 
change served "asanother 
push to the church and 
Catholics, based on the 


Gospel, to respect the sa¬ 
cred ness of human life and 
to work at all levels and on 
every continent to abolish 
this inhuman practice." 

It was precisely Francis' ci¬ 
tation of the Gospel, how¬ 
ever, that sparked criticism 
from some on the Catholic 
right, who cited Scripture in 
arguing that Franc is had no 
authority to change what 
previous popestaught. 

"He is in open violation of 
the authority recognized to 
him. And no Catholic has 
any obligation of obedi¬ 
ence to abuse of author¬ 
ity," tweeted the tradition¬ 
alist blog Rorate Caeli. 
Some on social media 
questioned the timing of 
the announcement, given 
that the Vatican and the 
Catholic Church are un¬ 
der extraordinary fire over 
clerical sex abuse and how 
bishops around the world 
covered it up for decades 
The U.S. church, in particu¬ 
lar, is reeling from accusa¬ 
tions that one of the most 
prominent U.S. cardinals, 
Theodore McCanick, alleg¬ 
edly abused minors as well 
as adult seminarians 
'Coming in the midst of the 
sex abuse revelations, the 
timing iscurious... and more 
fury is not what the Church 
need sat this moment," not¬ 
ed Raymond Arroyo, host 
of the Catholic broadcast- 
erEWTN. 

Francis announced his in¬ 
tention to change church 
teaching on capital pun¬ 
ishment in October, when 
he marked the 25th anni¬ 
versary of the catechism it¬ 
self. First promulgated by St. 
J ohn Paul II, it gave Catho- 
licsan easy, go-to guide for 
church teaching on every¬ 
thing from the sacraments 
to sex. 

Amnesty International, 
which has long cam¬ 
paigned for a worldwide 
ban on the death penalty, 
welcomed the develop¬ 
ment as an "important step 
forward." 

"Already in the past, the 
church had expressed its 
aversion to the death pen¬ 
alty, but with words that 
did not exclude ambigui¬ 
ties," said Riccardo Noury, 
Amnesty Italia spokesman.

15,000 people marched 
in the Gay Pride Parade 
through Jerusalem on 
Thursday, partying in the 
shadow of a recently 
passed surrogacy law that 
excludes homosexual fa¬ 
thers and outraged the 
gay community. 

Waving rainbow flags em¬ 
blazed with the Star of 
David and blasting music, 
throngsof people marched 
through the streets of cen¬ 
tral Jerusalem amid tight 
police security. Same-sex 
couples held hands, others 
held signs reading "proud 
to be equal" and "I want to 
be a father." 

A few dozen people dem¬ 
onstrated against the pa¬ 
rade. Some held signs 
reading "Israel is the holy 
land not the homo land." 
Several protesters scuffled 
with police and officers 
made four arrests, police 
said. 


Festivities mixed with anger 
this year after Prime Min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu 
last month pledged to 


pass legislation supporting 
surrogacy for gay fathers, 
but then voted against it, 
apparently under pressure 


from ultra-Orthodox J ewish 
coalition partners. 

Some marchers at the pa¬ 
rade Thursday chanted slo¬ 


gans calling Netanyahu a 
"homophobe." 

Israeli LGBTadvocatesand 
their supporters went on 
strike across the country 
about two weeks ago in 
protest of the legislation. 
The protest generated 
widespread support and 
hundreds of employers said 
they allowed employeesto 
observe the strike without 
penalty. It also grew into 
a general call for equal¬ 
ity, following other recent 
controversial legislation 
that appeared to target 
Israeli liberalism. "I'm here 
because I'm an LGBT that 
lives in the state of Israel," 
Omer Yehoshua, wearing 
red lipstick and carrying a 
rainbow flag, said.

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— For Peter Peacock, fate 
arrived in the form of a reg¬ 
istered letter. 

The letter looked to be a 
bit of a letdown. Peacock 
had gone to the post of¬ 
fice expecting an aviator 
jacket he'd ordered online. 
The Australian grandfather 
tore the envelope open as 
he walked to his car — at 
which point he stopped 
dead in his tracks 
"Dear Mr Peacock," the 
letter began. 'The Victo¬ 
rian Assisted Reproductive 
Treatment Authority (VAR- 
TA) hasreceived an enquiry 
of a personal nature which 
may or may not relate to 
you. The matter concerns 
a record held in relation to 
a projectyou may have as 
sisted with at Prince Henry's 
Institute." 

Prince Henry's? The Mel¬ 
bourne clinic where he'd 
donated sperm nearly 40 
yearsago? 

There could be only one 
reason for such a letter, 
he thought. Someone out 
there had come to life 
through hisdonation. 

His mind raced. How could 
this person even know who 
he was? He had been 
promised his donation 
would be anonymous. 

And fordecadesitwas, un¬ 
til a new law in one Austra¬ 
lian state gave the offspring 
of sperm and egg donors 
the legal right to know who 
they are, despite promises 
of anonymity. 

Which is why a week after 
receiving that letter, Pea¬ 
cock found himself star¬ 
ing at a photograph of a 


woman named Gypsy Dia¬ 
mond, whose face looked 
so much like his own that 
he felt an instant and over¬ 
whelming connection. 

'God almighty, I looked at 
it and I thought — 'Bloody 
hell. I can't deny that girl,"' 
he says. "She was my child 
from the start." 

Behind Victoria state's do¬ 
nor identity law, which took 
effect in 2017, was a quest 
for the truth by people 
whose lives began in a lab. 
In its early days, the sperm 
and egg donation industry 
was swathed in secrecy, 
leaving some children des¬ 
perate to complete the 
puzzle of their identity. They 
also wanted to know their 
family medical histories 
Some countries, includ¬ 
ing Australia, have now 
banned anonymous dona¬ 
tion. 


But Victoria is only the sec¬ 
ond jurisdiction in the world 
to impose a law retroac¬ 
tively stripping away ano¬ 
nymity without the donor's 
consent. Switzerland was 
the first to do so in 2001, but 
many donor records were 
destroyed. 

Under the law, donors do 
have the right to demand 
that their offspring not con¬ 
tact them. Anyone who vi¬ 
olates a contact veto can 
be fined 7,900 Australian 
dollars ($6,000). 

Ian Morrison, one of Vic¬ 
toria's 2,000-or-so donors 
who were assured ano¬ 
nymity, is angered by the 
law, and worries that the 
people seeking their do¬ 
nors haven't considered 
the feelings of those who 
raised them. 

"If they're expecting to get 
two big happy families, 


that ain't going to happen," 
he says. 

Gypsy Diamond's quest to 
find herdonorbegan when 
she was 21, after her moth- 
era bruptly told herthather 
dad was not herbiological 
father. 

For yea is, the curios¬ 
ity about her heritage 
gnawed at her, but little in¬ 
formation was available. 
One day in April 2017, her 
phone rang. It was Kate 
Bourne, a counselor at 
VARTA. 

"Are you sitting down?" 
Bourne asked. "I've just got 
off the phone to your do¬ 
nor." 

Peacock, a long-divorced 
68-year-old, had no idea 
whether contact with 
Diamond would alter his 
peaceful life. 

He had become a do¬ 
nor in a bid to help others 


have the child they'd al¬ 
ways wanted. He donated 
around eight times, re¬ 
ceived $10 a sample, and 
used the money to buy a 
new set of powertools. 

"I gave because I thought 
I was going to do some 
good somewhere," Pea¬ 
cock says 'The drill was a 
bonus." 

He was curious, so he 
agreed to an e-mail corre¬ 
spondence with Diamond. 
Bourne called Diamond to 
deliver the news Diamond 
quickly found Peacock's 
Facebookprofile. Herheart 
raced. She had neverseen 
anyone who looked so 
much like her. She sent an 
email and two photos of 
herself. 

Peacock, too, was stunned 
by their similarities. Both 
love Shiraz and antipasto, 
cheerforthe same football 
team, and share a cheeky 
sense of humor. 

"I can see so much of your¬ 
self in me... especially the 
eyes,"Diamond wrote. "I've 
neverfeltanything like it." 
He asked her if Gypsy Dia¬ 
mond was her real name. 
She assured him it was. 

"If I was going to make 
one up to contact my do¬ 
nor," she wrote, "I probably 
wouldn't choose one that 
sounded like a pom star." 
Both worried about how 
the news would affect their 
families Peacock's older 
daughter eventually struck 
up a friendly correspon¬ 
dence with Diamond, but 
the younger one was un¬ 
settled by the emergence 
of Diamond, 36. "I'm not the 
youngest anymore," she 
told Peacock. □ 
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a: UN peacekeepers back on Golan Heights-Syria frontier

BEIRUT(AP) — U N. peace¬ 
keepers returned Thursday 
for the first time in years to 
the frontier between Syria 
and the Israeli-occupied 
Golan Heights, conducting 
joint patrolswith Russian mil¬ 
itary police in a reflection 
of Moscow's deepening 
role in mediating between 
the decades-old foes in the 
volatile region. 

Israel has increasingly 
sought Russia's involve¬ 
ment in securing its frontier 
with Syria and in scaling 
back Iran's influence in the 
area. Moscow, Damas¬ 
cus's weightiest ally, has in 
turn sought coordination 
with Israel as a bridge with 
Washington in dealing with 
Syria's complex war. 

Israel considers Iran's grow¬ 
ing influence in Syria — it 
has advisers and allied mi¬ 
litia s fig hting alongside Syr¬ 
ian troops— as an existen¬ 
tial threat and had looked 
for guarantees from Mos¬ 
cow to push pro-Iran fight¬ 
ers away from its frontiers. 
Col. Gen. Sergei Rudskoy 
of the Russian General Staff 
said conditions have been 
created for the resumption 
of U.N. peacekeeping pa¬ 
trols along the area sepa¬ 
rating Syria and Israel. The 
U.N. peacekeeping forces 
first deployed along the 
frontier in 1974 following an 
agreement to separate Syr¬ 
ian and Israeli forces after 
Israel occupied the Golan 
Heig hts in the 1967 wa r.

Syrian civil wa r, finally push¬ 
ing the U.N. peacekeeping 
force out in 2014 after al- 
Qaida militants kidnapped 
45 U.N. peacekeepers.

The area had become par¬ 
ticularly volatile in recent 
weeks amid a Syrian gov¬ 
ernment offensive to retake 
territories controlled by the 
opposition adjacent to 
the frontier. Israel has also 
upped its strikes against 
suspected Iranian targets 
inside Syria. 

A day before the joint 
Russia-U.N. patrols, Russia 
announced it reached an 
agreement with Israel to 
keep pro-Iranian fighters85 
kilometers (53 miles) from 
the volatile frontier.Q 


Rudskoy said Russian mili¬ 
tary police have accom¬ 
panied the peacekeep¬ 
ers on patrols, adding that 
eight Russian-manned ob¬ 
servation points opposite 
the U.N. pointswill be set up 
'to role out possible provo¬ 
cations." 

When the situation stabi¬ 
lizes, Rudskoy said, the Rus¬ 
sian-manned posts would 
be handed over to Syrian 
government forces. 

Israel acknowledged a re¬ 
turn to normalcy along the 
frontier. 

Israeli Defense Minister 
Avigdor Ueberman said 
the situation on the Syrian 
side of the boundary had 
returned to its pre-2011 


state after Syrian govern¬ 
ment forces, supported by 
Russia's military, regained 
control of the region from 
armed opposition thatcon- 
trolled since 2014. 
Ueberman said Israel will 
have "no cause to inter¬ 
vene or operate in Syrian 
territory" if Damascus re- 
spectsthe 1974 disengage¬ 
ment agreement between 
the two sides— and aslong 
as Syria doesn't become a 
staging ground for Iranian 
forces to attack Israel or 
transfer arms to Hezbollah 
in Lebanon. 

The area, peaceful for de¬ 
cades since the agree¬ 
ment, became a fighting 
ground at the height of the

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

Colombian President J uan 
Manuel Santoson Thursday 
granted 440,000 refugees 
from crisis-stricken Venezu¬ 
ela two years of help, while 
urging leaders in the neigh¬ 
boring country to stem the 
spreading humanitarian 
crisis. 

Santos, who leaves office 
Tuesday, gave the refu¬ 
gees temporary residency 
permits, allowing them to 
study, work and get medi¬ 
cal care that many need 
after arriving with untreat¬ 
ed ailments 

'The whole world is increas¬ 
ingly terrified of what is 
happening in Venezuela," 
Santos said, speaking from 
the presidential palace. 
Tensions are high between 
Colombia and Venezuela, 
a once-wealthy oil na¬ 
tion in the grips of a five- 
year crisis under President 
Nicolas Madura's socialist 
government. Venezuelans 


struggle to afford scarce 
food and medicine under 
soaring inflation — driving 
masses a cross borders. 
Santos condemned Mad¬ 


ura for the crisis, saying it 
burdens neighboring coun¬ 
tries like Colombia. He said 
more than 1 million Venezu¬ 
ela ns have fled into Colom¬ 


bia in the last 18 months. 
Santos urged Madura to 
allow international hu¬ 
manitarian relief for eas¬ 
ing suffering in Venezuela 


and slowing the flow of mi- 
g ra nts. 

Madura has refused inter¬ 
national help, either deny¬ 
ing a crisis in Venezuela ex¬ 
ists or saying it would allow 
in imperialist invaders from 
the United States and its al¬ 
lies, such asColombia. 
While critical of Madura, 
Santos said his country is 
willing to help those suffer¬ 
ing. 'They are Colombians 
returning to the country," 
Sa ntos sa id. 'They a re Ven¬ 
ezuela ns. They are Colom- 
bian-Venezuelan families, 
and they're returning in pre¬ 
carious conditions." 
Meanwhile, self-exiled Ven¬ 
ezuelan judges in Bogota 
opened a largely symbolic 
trial against Madura, de¬ 
spite hisabsence. 

Former Venezuelan chief 
prosecutor Luisa Ortega, 
who is leading the case, 
accused Madura of taking 
$35 millio n fro m the Bra zilia n 
construction firm Odebre- 
chtforhis2013 presidential 
campaign. □

Big Brazil party makes 1st presidential bid in 24yeais

SAO PAULO (AP) — The pa r- 

ty of outgoing and unpop¬ 
ular Brazilian President Mi¬ 
chel Temer picked its own 
presidential candidate 
Thursday for the first time in 
24 yea rs. 

The Brazilian Democratic 
Movement announced 
that 72-year-old former Fi¬ 
nance Minister Henrique 
Meirelles would be its can¬ 
didate for the October 
election. 

The large, centrist party 
has a history of not having 
its own presidential candi¬ 
date so that it can easily 
form coalitions with other 
parties, playing kingmaker. 
Temer was elected vice 
president under Workers' 
Party candidate Dilma 


Rousseff, who was im¬ 
peached in 2016.The party 
has supported all previous 
administrations since the 
1989 election. 


Datafolha institute's June 
poll shows Meirelles with 
minimal support among 
voters and Temer as the 
most unpopular president 


in Brazil's history, with an un- 
affordability rating topping 
80 percent. 

Under Meirelles, Brazil's 
economy dipped 3.6 per¬ 
cent in 2016, grew only 1 
percent last year and is 
bound for a similar result 
in 2018, despite his early 
predictions of a 3 percent 
jump. 

Meirelles was also central 
bank governor between 
2003 and 2010 in the two 
terms of former President 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, 
at a time Brazil's economy 
was booming. 

Da Silva leads polls with 
more than 30 percent sup¬ 
port, but electoral officials 
are likely to bar him from 
running due to a corruption 
conviction. 

At least five other candi- 


dateslead Meirelles in most 
polls, but that didn't stop 
Temer from being optimis¬ 
tic about his party's pick. 

"If we managed to do all 
this in two years, imagine 
what Meirelles can do in 
four years, maybe eight 
years," Brazil's president 
said. 

In 1994, when the Move¬ 
ment had itslastcandidate 
for president, former Sao 
Paulo Gov. Orestes Quer¬ 
cia finished fourth, with less 
than 5 percent of the vote. 
The party governs more 
than 1,000 cities, seven 
states and has the most 
seats in the Senate, with 
18. It's the second party in 
Brazil's lower house, with 50 
deputies

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Murray edges Edmund atC Hi Open; Z/eiev brothers to meet

WASHINGTON (AP) — Andy 
Murray is showing signs of 
returning to his old form, 
right down to the return 
winner he delivered on 
the last point of his first vic¬ 
tory over a top-20 player in 
more than a year. 

Murray took a more ag¬ 
gressive approach as he 
workshisway backfrom hip 
surgery and moved into the 
third round atthe Citi Open 
by beating No. 4 seed Kyle 
Edmund 7-6 (4), 1-6, 6-4 on 
Wednesday. 

Murray is a three-time ma¬ 
jor champion and former 
No. 1 who was sidelined 
for 11 months because of 
his right hip. He missed the 
second half of 2017, had 
an operation in January, 
then returned to the tour 
briefly in June. One of his 
three matches that month 
wasa losson a grasscourt 
to Edmund, the Australian 
Open semifinalist who has 
supplanted Murray as Brit¬ 
ain's highest-ranked man. 
When they played lasttime, 
Murray, said, "Anytime Kyle 
was dictating the points, 

I wasn't tracking enough 
balls down. I felt a bit slow 
to the balls. Today, I was 
able to defend and dig up 
a few more shots and that 
made a big difference." 
There is still work to be done 
by Murray, of course. He is 
ranked 832nd, has played 
only five matches in 12 
months, and needed three 
setsforeach of his victories 
in Washington's hand-court 
tuneup forthe U.S. Open. 


Unlike in his opening match 
Monday, when he felt he 
was too defensive, Murray 
made a point of attacking 
more against Edmund. 
"Regardless of the result, 
we wanted to at least be 
dictating more points, try¬ 
ing to use my forehand, be 
close to the baseline," he 
said. "And I think I did that, 
especially in some of the 
important moments in the 
third set." 

He got the measure of Ed¬ 
mund's serves late, earning 
two breakpointsat4-3. An¬ 
other arrived at 5-4, thanks 
to a defensive lob that 
drew a long overhead from 
Edmund, followed by a 
double-fault. That brought 
match point, and Murray 
pounded a cross-court 
backhand winneroffan 83 
mph second serve, then let 
out a loud yell. 

Also moving into the third 
round was No. 1 seed and 
defending champion Alex¬ 
ander Zi/erev, and his next 
matchup is a rare one: On 
Thursday, he'll face his old¬ 
er brother, No. 15 seed Mis- 
cha. It's their first meeting in 
an ATP main-draw match. 
"It'sa special day, because 
not a lot of families can 
say two brothers played 
against each other on a 
such a high level, in one of 
the biggest tournaments in 
the world," said Alexander, 
who finished off a rain-inter¬ 
rupted 6-2, 6-1 win against 
MalekJ aziri. "Obviously, we 
both want to win. We won't 
give each other anything."

Poulterwasannoyed upon 
realizing he had never 
finished better than 13th at 
Firestone, so he took a step 
toward doing something 
about it Thursday with an 
8-under62 and a one-shot 
lead in the Bridgestone 
Invitational. 

Tiger Woods found himself 
fighting hisswing. He settled 
fora 66. 

Such was the difference 
of two players with vastly 
different memories on 
the stout South course at 
Firestone. 

Woods is an eight-time 
winner, already a PGA Tour 
record for most victories on 
one course. Back at this 
World Golf Championship 
for the first time in four 
years, he made a 50-foot 
birdie putt and two other 
long putts to offset some 
average iron play. 

It was his best opening 
round ofthe year, and he 
needed it just to keep pace 
with everyone else on a 
soft and vulnerable course 
that led to 45 players in the 
71-man field breaking par. 
The average score was 
68.37, the lowest for the 
opening round at Firestone 
since it became a WGC in 
1999 and the lowest for the 
first round of any PGA Tour 
event this season. 

"I did n't quite hit it a swell as 
I wanted to," Woods said. 
"But I fought out a score 
today, which wasgood." 
Poulter is playing Firestone 
for the 14th time, and 
he came across a sheet 
showing his yearly results 
At least he hasn't missed 
the cut, mainly because 
there is no cut at these 
tournaments He tied for 
13th his first year, 10 shots 
behind. It never got any 
better. 

'Yeah, it fires me up," 
Poulter said after saving 
par from a bunker on his 
last hole for a bogey-free 
round. "It's frustrating to 
look at. I actually thought 
I had a better finish than 
that, so it really annoyed 
me. ... I wrote them all 
down, they were that bad. 

I was like, 'Seriously, how 
can you play a good golf 
course this many times and 
not really have a result?'So 


not to even finish in the top 
10 is pretty poor." 

It's just a start, but it was a 
good one. 

His 62 matched the 
lowest first-round score at 
Firestone, first set by Adam 
Scott in 2011, and it was 
one off the course record 
forany round. 

Rickie Fowler and Kyle 
Stanley each had a 63, 
while J on Rahm, Si Woo Kim 
and Patrick Cantlay were 
anothershot behind. Seven 
players were in the group 
at 65, which included Rory 
Mcllroy, J ustin Thomas and 
J ason Day. 

Poulter missed a 10-foot 
putt on No. 8, his second- 
to-last hole. He was in no 
mood to quibble. 

"If you would have offered 
me this at the start of the 
day, I would have snapped 
your arm for it," he said. 
'Yeah, we can be greedy 
and say I'd love to have 
holed that putt on 8 to 
have tied the record. But 8 
underpaFsa prettydecent 
round for me around this 
golf course." 

Woods seems to put 
together decent scores 
even when he feels his 
game is slightly off. 

"It's nice to shoot rounds like 
I did at the Open and like 
I did today, put together 
roundswhere I may notfeel 
the best, but I'm able to 
post a score," Woods said. 
'That's how you win golf 
tournaments. You're not 
going to have your best all 
four days, and it's a matter 
of that bad day being 
2-, 3-under par instead of 
being 2-, 3-over par. And 
then everyone hastheirhot 
days" 

Woods is coming off a tie 
for sixth at the British Open, 
where he had the lead for 
about 30 minutes in the 
middle of the final round 
until he fell back with a 
double bogey. He took a 
vacation in Switzerland and 
showed up at Firestone for 
nine holes of practice on 
Wednesday. 

But he knows this course as 
well asanyone. 

"I've had so many great 
memories here," Woods 
said. "Hopefully, I can have 
one more."

at Firestone. It moves to 
Memphis, Tennessee, next 
year. 

Mcllroy played in the group 
ahead of Woods and 
struggled to get the ball 
in play over the first half of 
his round. He figured it out, 
which he had to on a day 
like this. 

'You can't find this golf 


course any easier than 
we had it today," Mcllroy 
said. "It's soft. It's probably 
the softest I've ever seen 
it. ... So you needed to 
take advantage of the 
conditions today. It looked 
like most of the guys have 
done that, which isgood."

before the second surgery.

He missed overtwo 
months with what the Mets 
said was a strained right 
hip flexor and homered in 
his return from the disabled 
list July 20 against the 
Yankees.

ended in a 1-1 draw and 
was decided by penalties.

The 33-year-old remained 
in Europe to rest and train 
after Portugal's elimination 
from the World Cup and 
hispricey transferfrom Real 
Madrid. 

The MLS teamfaced itsown 
challenges.There were only 
a couple of days to blend 
together an all-star squad 
from the 23-team league — 
a group that didn't include 
LA Galaxy forward Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic. The 36-year- 
old Swede, who played 
with J uventus from 2004-06 
and ranks second in MLS 
with 15 goals skipped the 
exhibition match, saying he 
needed the rest after play¬ 


ing three league matches 
in a nine-day span that in¬ 
cluded his first MLS hat trick. 
'Taking into account that 
we only had two days to¬ 
gether, I think everyone 
did an excellent job," said 
Atlanta United coach Tata 
Martino, who guided the 
MLS team. 

This game was a show¬ 
case for Atlanta United 
and $1.5 billion Mercedes- 
Benz Stadium , where re¬ 
cord crowds have flocked 
since the club joined MLS in 
2017. The team is averag¬ 
ing nearly 52,000 per game

Japan is in the midst of a 
deadly heatwave, with 
temperatures topping 40 
degreesCelsius(104 F). The 
heat has been blamed for 
116 deaths. 

The 1964 Games in Tokyo 
were held in October to 
avoid the harshest of the 
heat. That was before the 
Olympics schedule was in¬ 
fluenced by rights-paying 
broadcasters and spon¬

La st year, E.coli concentra¬ 
tions were found to be 21 
timesabove the accepted 
limit in the Odaiba area. 


Fecal coliform bacteria 
were also detected.

(AP) — Ever dreamt of fly¬ 
ing without flapping wings, 
airplanes, hand-gliders or 
wing suits — just soaring 
free over the landscape 
with arms outstretched like 
Superman? 

lha nks to virtua I rea lity a nd 
advanced motion sensors, 
drone pilotscan now expe¬ 
rience something close to 
that imaginary sensation. 
Scientists, engineers and 
robotics experts at a Swiss 
university have developed 
a jacketthatallowsusersto 
fly drones hands-free: the 
drone is controlled simply 
by moving one's torso. 

Ihe team at Ecole Poly¬ 
technique Federal de Lau¬ 
sanne hopes the technolo¬ 
gy could one day be used 
by rescuers, fanners, Holly¬ 
wood camera crews and 
beyond. 

"Our aim was to design 
a control method which 
would be easy to leam 
and therefore require less 
mental foe us from the users 
so that they can focus on 
more important issues, like 
search and rescue," said 
J enifer Miehlbradt of EPFL's 
Translational Neuroengi¬ 
neering Laboratory. 

"Using yourtorso reallygives 
you the feeling that you are 
actually flying," she said. 


The teams at the came up 
with the idea after chal¬ 
lenging the belief that joy¬ 
sticks and hand-operated 
controls are the only or 
main way that mankind 
can fly. 

Instead, they figured that 
the body's own move¬ 
ments, if properly mirrored, 
could do the main work — 
freeing up notonlythe eyes 
to look around like those 
of an eagle searching for 
prey, but also unencum¬ 
ber hands and fingers that 
could do otherthings. 

In fact, their studies showed 


the torso system is easier 
to leam and more precise 
than a joystick. 

In mid-J uly, the team pub¬ 
lished a paper in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences in 
the U.S. explaining the de¬ 
velopment. 

The flying isn't all that de¬ 
veloped yet — don'taskfor 
loop-de-loop acrobatics — 
but the system appears on 
track. The jacket isn't fully 
autonomous yet, and the 
drones require a second 
operator to regulate the 
speed. 


The system relies on an in¬ 
creasingly commonplace 
motion sensor that clicks 
into the back of a flexible, 
black, Velcro-strapped 
jacket. Adjustable metal 
bars can be used to prop 
up the arms to reduce fa¬ 
tigue of pilots seeking an 
out-stretched arm sensa¬ 
tion. It is incredibly easy to 
use, if a bit dizzying at first, 
in the VR world of EPFL's 
campus. 

The team uses drone test¬ 
ing labs to fly the drones 
in virtual worlds. During a 
demonstration, Matteo 


Macchini, a roboticsexpert 
on the EPFL team, show¬ 
cased how a prototype 
glove a Hows for so me extra 
controls 

'To control the height and 
the yaw of the drone, you 
can use your body," said 
Macchini, while wearing 
the jacket and glove in a 
drone testing lab. "But for 
high level controls — like 
controlling the speed and 
taking off and landing — 
we designed and proto¬ 
typed a data glove ... to 
increase the speeds and 
decrease the speeds, take 
off and la nd, a nd just ta ke 
some interesting positions 
that you might find on the 
fields." 

Experts pinpointed and 
mimicked how the torso 
works by affixing light¬ 
weight, round infrared 
markers about the size of 
marbles on the body of a 
subject sitting in the middle 
of a ring of infrared cam¬ 
eras, and collecting the 
data. 

'To develop this system, to 
have the opportunity to 
make as many tests as we 
want, we started in virtual 
reality," said Miehlbradt in 
Geneva, while demonstrat¬ 
ing the infrared monitoring 
systems She cruised eas 
ily through orange-colored 
target clouds in the VR 
world using herbodyO

Google co-founder Sergey 
Brin was bom in the Soviet 
Union in 1973 and lived 
there until age 6 when his 
family fled. He has said his 
experience with a repres¬ 
sive regime shaped his and 
the company's views 
Pichai, who became CEO 
in 2015 when Google be¬ 
came part of parent Al¬ 
phabet, has said he wants 
Google to be in China serv¬ 
ing Chinese users. 

Since Google exited, Baidu 
has become the dominant 
search engine in China. 
Its shares are down about 
7 percent since Tuesday's 
close on speculation about 
Google's return. 

Google has been making 
small inroadsinto the coun¬ 
try recently. 


In June, Google invested 
$550 million in JD.com, a 
Chinese e-commerce plat¬ 
form that is second only 
to Alibaba in the country.

The milestone reached 
Thursday marks the latest 
triumph of a trend-setting 
company that two maver- 
ic ks na med Steve sta rted in 
a Silicon Valley garage 42 
yearsago. 

The achievement seemed 
unimaginable in 1997 
when Apple teetered on 
the edge of bankruptcy, 
with its stock trading for less 
than $1, on a split-adjusted 
basis., and itsmarket value 
dropping below $2 billion. 
To survive, Apple brought 
back its once-exiled co¬ 
founder, Steve Jobs, as in¬ 
terim CEO and turned to 
its archrival Microsoft for a 
$150 million cash infusion to 
help pay its bills. 

If someone had dared to 
buy $10,000 worth of stock 
at that point of despera¬ 
tion, the investment would 
be worth about $2.6 million 
now. 

J obseventually introduced 


popular products such as 
the iPod and iPhone that 
subsequently drove Apple's 
rise. The stock has been 
surging this week as antici¬ 
pation mounts for the next 
generation of iPhone, ex¬ 
pected to be released in 
September. 


Apple hit the $1 trillion mark 
when its shares reached 
$207.04 around midday 
in New York. They rose to 
an all-time high of $207.26 
before falling back slightly. 
The shares are up around 
22 percent so farthisyear.

eclipse Apple if it goes 
through with plans for an 
initial public offering. Saudi 
officials have said the IPO 
would value Saudi Aramco, 
as the company is often 
called, at about $2 trillion.

Jobs' vision, showmanship 
a nd sense of style propelled 
Apple's comeback. But it 
might not have happened 
if he hadn't evolved into a 
more mature leader after 
his exit from the company 
in 1985. His ignominious de¬ 
parture came after losing 
a powerstruggle with John 
Sculley, a former PepsiCo

Mortgage buyer Fred¬ 
die Mac said Thursday 
the average rate on 30- 
year, fixed-rate mortgages 
jumped to 4.60 percent this 
weekfrom 4.54 percent last 
week. 

Long-term loan rates have 
been running at their high¬ 
est levels in seven years. 
The average benchmark 
30-year rate reached a 
high this year of 4.66 per¬ 
cent on May 24. By con¬ 
trast, the rate stood at 3.93 
percenta yearago. 

The average rate on 15- 
year, fixed-rate loans in¬ 
creased to 4.08 percent 


thisweekfrom 4.02 percent 
last week. 

Higher mortgage rates 
combined with steadily ris¬ 
ing home prices have re¬ 
strained home sales this 
summer despite the robust 
economy and job market. 
The Federal Reserve on 
Wednesday left its key in¬ 
terest rate unchanged but 
signaled further gradual 
rate hikes in the months 
ahead aslong asthe econ¬ 
omy stays healthy. 

As prices for U.S. Treasury 
bonds have dropped, the 
yield on the benchmark 
10-year note rose to 3 per¬ 
cent this week for the first 
time since mid-June. The 
rate was at 2.99 percent 
Thursday morning. Higher 
yields on Treasurys tend to 
push interest rates higher 
on mortgages and other 


loans. 

To calculate average mort¬ 
gage rates, Freddie Mac 
surveys lenders across the 
country between Monday 
and Wednesday each 
week. 

The average doesn't in¬ 
clude extra fees, known as 
points, which most borrow¬

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Deep origin of rare blue diamonds levealed in theirflaws

WASHINGTON (AP) — Blue 
diamonds — like the Smith¬ 
sonian's famous Hope dia¬ 
mond — are the rarest of all 
and how theyformed more 
than a billion years a go is a 
bit of a mystery. Now scien¬ 
tists think they have a glim- 
merof an answer. 

Ihey've long known that 
the blue tint comes from 
traces of boron in the dia¬ 
mond. 

But the element is most¬ 
ly found near the Earth's 
surface, not deep down 
where diamonds are typi¬ 
cally created. 

Researchers scrutinized 46 
blue diamonds, studying 
imperfections in the gems 
for clues. 

'The origin of blue dia¬ 
monds is such an alluring 
question — you don't see 
them very often. And the 
fa mo us ones, like the Hope 
diamond, have such mys¬ 
tique," said KimTait, a gem 
expert at the Royal Ontario 
Museum in Toronto. 

Just 1 out of 200,000 dia¬ 
monds are blue. Like all 
diamonds, they are made 
when carbon comesunder 
intense pressure and ex¬ 
treme heat deep inside the 


Earth. As they form, they 
can trap tiny bitsof rock in¬ 
side — like fossils in amber. 
"Diamond is an extraordi¬ 
nary container, a time cap¬ 
sule," said Steven Shirey, a 
geochemist at the Carn¬ 
egie Institution for Science 
in Washington. 

Shirey and his colleagues 
used lasers to examine the 
diamonds' imperfections 
— slivers of embedded 


rock— atthe Gemological 
Institute of America. How 
the light is reflected helps 
identify the minerals inside, 
said Evan Smith, a research 
scientist atthe institute who 
led the study. 

'You can start putting to¬ 
gether a picture of what 
the surrounding rocks 
looked like, to recreate 
the birthplace of the dia¬ 
monds," Smith said. 


Based on their findings, it's 
clear that blue diamonds 
are formed at far greater 
depths than other dia¬ 
monds, some deeper than 
410 miles (660 kilometers), 
Smith said. Most other dia¬ 
monds are formed be¬ 
tween about 90 to 125 
miles (150 to 200 kilome¬ 
ters), Shirey said. 

The researchers suggest 
that boron in the ocean 


floor was pushed down 
when plates that make up 
the Earth's crust collided. 
The element allows the 
stone to absorb some red 
light, so the diamond looks 
blue. 

Their findings were pub¬ 
lished Wednesday in the 
journal Nature. 

"Most of the impurities con¬ 
tained in these blue dia¬ 
monds came from a very 
deep source," said Dong- 
zhou Zhang, a scientist at 
the University of Hawaii, 
who was not involved in 
the research. 'This study 
tells us for the first time that 
blue diamonds are formed 
very deep in the interior of 
Earth." 

Diamond deposits even¬ 
tually reach the surface 
through volcanic eruptions 
The 45-carat, walnut-size 
Hope diamond, long ru¬ 
mored to carry a curse, 
wasn't included in the study 
but the findings help us 
know where it came from, 
said the Toronto museum's 
Tait, who had no role in 
the research. The Hope 
diamond's many owners 
included Marie Antoinette. 
"It'ssuchanamazing stone,"

Death Valley sets tentative 
world record for hottest month

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

natural furnace of Califor¬ 
nia's Death Valley was on 
full broil in July, tentatively 
setting a world record for 
hottest month ever. 

The month's average tem¬ 
perature wasl08.1 degrees 
(42.28 Celsius), said Todd 
Lericos, a meteorologist in 
the Las Vegas office of the 
National Weather Service. 
That roasted the previous 


record, set in Death Valley 
in July 2017 when the av¬ 
erage was 107.4 degrees 
(41.89 Celsius). 

"It eclipsed the record by 
quite a bit," Lericos said, 
adding that the data is 
considered preliminary and 
needs to be reviewed be¬ 
fore it goes into official re¬ 
cord books 

The temperatures a re mea¬ 
sured at Furnace Creek in 
Death Va Hey Nationa I Park, 
a vast, austere and rugged 


landscape in the desert 
of southeastern California 
that includesBadwaterBa- 
sin, which at 282 feet (85.9 
meters) below sea level is 
the lowest point in North 
America.

Mai,' the story implicitly 
wonders whether the heri¬ 
tage of Pa risian culture can 
recoverfrom the dark taint 
of fa sc ism," C umutt wrote. 
War was a longtime muse 
for Hemingway. He served 
as an ambulance driver 
during World War I, draw¬ 


ing upon his experiences 
forhisclassic novel "A Fare¬ 
well to Arms." The Spanish 
Civil War inspired his novel 
"For Whom the Bell Tolls." He 
was both soldier and cor¬ 
respondent during World 
War II and was on hand in 
Paris in August 1944 for the 


liberation from Nazi occu¬ 
pation, described by the 
author in reports published 
soon after by Collier's mag¬ 
azine. 

"A Room on the Garden 
Side"takes place in the Ritz 
hotel (Hemingway liked to 
say that he liberated the 
Ritz bar) and is narrated 
by a Hemingway stand-in 
called Robert who shares 
the a uxor's own nickname 
— Papa. Robert and his en¬ 
tourage drink wine, quote 
from Baudelaire and de¬ 
bate 'the dirty trade of 
war."

Sheriff: Radio host Ait Bell died of presc ription overdose

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Art Bell, 
a former syndicated AM 
radio host best known for 
nightly shows in the 1990s 
featuring paranormal 
themes and conspiracy 
theories, died of an ac¬ 
cidental overdose of pre¬ 
scription drugs, authorities 


in Nevada said Wednes¬ 
day. 

An autopsy found the 
72-year-old Bell's death 
April 13 at home in rural 
Pahrump was from "mul¬ 
tiple drug intoxication from 
his own lawfully prescribed 
prescriptions," Nye County 
Sheriff Sharon Wehrly's of¬ 


fice said in a brief Face- 
book announcement . It 
called the death an acci¬ 
dental overdose. 

C lark County Coroner J ohn 
Fudenberg, whose office 
in Las Vegas handled the 
medical examination, said 
Bell had the painkillers oxy¬ 
codone and hydrocodo- 


ne, the sedative diazepam 
and the muscle-relaxant 
carisoprodol in his system. 
High blood pressure and 
the lung disease chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
order were additional "sig¬ 
nificant conditions" in Bell's 
death, Fudenberg said. 

The coronersaid there was

Kids under the age of 18

feel the least bit fresh or in¬ 
teresting. 

And it's not for lack of try¬ 
ing. Director Jennifer Yuh 
Nelson ("Kung Fu Panda 
2") brings a heart-pound¬ 
ing intensity to the deeply 
disturbing story in her live- 
action debut. Children 
die, are beaten, burned 
alive, hunted and interned 
for their powers, which 
are helpfully color-coded 
by their glowing eyes and 
can essentially range from 
super smart to J edi to fire- 
breather. But the story is not 
only derivative of so many 
other dystopias and kids 
with powersagas, but, and 
perhaps worst of all, it never 
even really gets going — a 
clear and infuriating setup 
forsome future installment. 
The film speeds through a 
jumble of exposition setting 


up a world in which most of 
the children die suddenly 
and the 2 percent who re¬ 
main develop said special 
powers The U.S. President 
(Bradley Whitford), afraid of 
tots and teens capable of 
mind control and telekine- 
siseven though he'salso fa¬ 
ther to one, dispatches his 
military to round them up, 
execute the most danger¬ 
ous, and force the rest into 


servitude in laborcamps. 
Ruby (Amandla Stenberg) 
is our entry into this world. 
She's an "orange," the sec¬ 
ond most dangerous color, 
but survives by mind-con- 
trolling the screeners into 
thinking she's "green," or 
the smart ones But the ste¬ 
reotypical^ sinister military 
guys (like Wade Williams' 
'The Captain") running the 
camp she's in are suspi¬ 
cious and decide to stage 


a test to figure out what she 
really is, but a kindly nurse 
atthe camp, Cate (Mandy 
Moore), helps her escape 
before that. 

This first 30 or so minutes is 
actually fairly riveting with 
interesting action and ten¬ 
sion aswe all getacclimat- 
ed to this strange world, but 
soon it becomesclearthat 
this story has no intention of 
actually going anywhere in 
this movie at least. 


Ruby hooks up with a little 
squad of runaways, the si¬ 
lent, electricity-wielding ZU 
(Miya Cech), the smarts 
Chubs (Skylan Brooks) and 
the oh-so-obvious love in¬ 
terest Liam (Harris Dickin¬ 
son) as they search for a 
paradise camp they've 
heard of that's run by an¬ 
other escaped kid. There 
are obstacles along the 
way — Ruby is afraid to let 
her new friends know her 
true color, there'sa psycho 
bounty hunter on their tail 
in Lady Jane (Gwendoline 
Christie) and a lot of cagey 
little cliques of kids unwilling 
to help. 

There's also quite a lot of 
filler and half-baked story 
lines and underdeveloped 
ideas that leave this whole 
exercise feeling stilted and 
not quite finished. We don't 
know very much about 
Ruby, but what we do 
know isthe night she turned 
10 and her parents gave 
her a Gudetama keychain, 
her eyes glowed orange 
and the next morning her 
mother didn't remember 
who she was. And yet at 
16, when she escapes the 
camp, all she wants to do is 
to go homeO

X-Men's Fan Bingbing off social media 
amid China tax rumors

BEIJING (AP) — X-Men 
actress Fan Bingbing has 
disappeared from social 
media amid rumors she 
has been barred from 
leaving China during a 
tax evasion investigation. 
Fan, 36, usually maintains 


a prominent presence on 
China's main microblog¬ 
ging service Weibo, where 
she has more than 62 mil¬ 
lion followers. However, her 
account hasn't been up¬ 
dated since June 2, when 
she wrote a bout the work of 
her charitable foundation. 


Her boyfriend, actor Li 
Chen, has not updated 
his account since July 6. 
Unconfirmed reports circu¬ 
lating online say both have 
been barred from leaving 
China asthe authorities look 
into claims that Fan was 
given dual contracts for 
her work: a public one giv¬ 
ing her official salary and 
a private one stating her 
actual, much higher, pay. 
Chinese media reports say 
neither Fan, her production 
company noragentcan be 
reached, boosting specu¬ 
lation that all have been 
caught up in the probe. Po¬ 
lice rarely commenton such 
investigations until a con¬ 
clusion has been reached. 
However, in a J une 3 
statement, Fan's produc¬ 
tion company stated that 
Fan had never signed 
any "ying-yang" con¬ 
tract, so named because 
of their dual natures.

Israelis tickled by Sacha Baron Cohen's grotesque caricature

JERUSALEM (AP) — Sacha 
Baron Cohen is at it again. 
After tapping into his famil¬ 
iarity with Israel and his flu¬ 
ency in Hebrew to shape 
previous eccentric perso¬ 
nas such as Borat and Bru¬ 
no, the Jewish comedian 
has created his most ste¬ 
reotypical Israeli character 
yet — a grotesque, faux 
counterterrorism instructor 
in his new Showtime series 
'Who isAmerica?" 

Retired Col. Erran Morad 
has already managed to 
dupe formerVice President 
Dick Cheney into signing 
a waterboarding kit, con¬ 
vinced former Senate ma¬ 
jority leader Trent Lott to 
endorse a plan to arm kin- 
dengartners and caused a 
Georgia state representa¬ 
tive to resign after he shout¬ 
ed racial slurs and exposed 
his rear end in a supposed 
self-defense drill against 
homophobic jihadis 
Another of those pranked, 
disgraced Republican Sen¬ 
ate candidate Roy Moore, 
accused Baron Cohen of 
preying on Israel's friends 
in America and seeking to 
"embarrass, humiliate, and 
mock"the J ewish state. But 
in Israel — where Baron Co¬ 
hen's motherwasbom and 
where he spent much time 
in his youth — people seem 
to be in on the joke. 

'The reaction has mostly 
been astonishment about 
the accuracy of the por¬ 
trayal. He really got some 
of our traits down," Einav 
Schiff, a TV critic for the 
Yediot Ahronot newspa¬ 
per, said with a chuckle. 
"Everyone here knows an 
'Erran Morad' but I haven't 
recognized any outrage or 
embarrassment about the 
character. It's mostly been 
rid icule forthese Americans 
who have fallen for him." 
Typically donning black 
boots, fatigues and a mili¬ 
tary-type sweatshirt with in¬ 
verse Hebrew writing on it, 
Baron Cohen's Morad char¬ 
acter sports a scar in his 
bushy unibrow and speaks 
in heavily-accented, bro¬ 
ken English peppered with 
Hebrew expressions and in 
a choppy cadence typi¬ 
cal of Israel's gruff military 
types Though he is said 


to be a colonel, he some¬ 
times refers to himself as a 
general, major or captain, 
or alternately someone 
who served in the shadowy 
Mossad spy agency. With 
Cheney, the alleged re¬ 
tired operative showed up 
in a full olive-green military 
uniform and the insignia of 
a staff sergeant, none of 
which seemed to set off 
any alarm bells with the 
former U.S. secretary of de¬ 
fense. 

It's that type of lunacy that 
has mostly tickled Israelis. 
Besides exposing the preju¬ 
dices of his targets, Baron 
Cohen's humor has also 
uncovered the fetishized 
version of Israel that many 
of its supposed staunch 
supporters on the religious 
right believe exists. Nearly 
all were drawn to the inter¬ 
views under the guise of a 
fake pro-Israel award for 
their support, when in fact 
all it did was expose their 
ignorance. 

In practice, most Israelis a re 
secular, gay-friendly and, 
even with the country's 
mandatory military service, 
have little interest in fire¬ 
arms as recreation. Israeli 
gun laws are in fact quite 
stiff and most look at Amer¬ 
ica's obsession with weap¬ 
ons incredulously. 

Nowhere is that more evi¬ 
dent than in Monad's "kind- 
er-guardian" program seg¬ 
ment, in which a string of 
gun-loving conservatives 
are fooled into believing 


Israel arms preschoolers to 
counter school shootings 
More astoundingly, they go 
on to endorse such child- 
friendly products like "Pup¬ 
py Pistol," "Gunny Rabbit" 
and the magical "Uzi-com." 
'The intensive three-week 
Kind e rguardian course 
introduces specially se¬ 
lected children from 12 to 
4 years old to pistols, rifles, 
semi-automatics, and a 
rudimentary knowledge of 
mo rta rs," fo rme r re p u b lie a n 
congressman Joe Walsh 
says in one segment. "In less 
than a month — less than a 
month — a first-grader can 
become a first-grenade- 
er." 

In a subsequent CNN inter¬ 
view, Walsh admitted he 
was duped by a program 
that struck him as fishy. "I'm 
thinking to myself'well this is 
kind of crazy, but it is Israel 
and Israel is strong on de¬ 
fense,"' he explained. 

Such reasoning has raised 
some concern in Israel 
that others may be naive 
enough to take Baron Co¬ 
hen's spoof literally.

Still, bad enough that Isra¬ 
el gets demonized for the 
things it actually does, you 
have to go and make hor¬ 
rifying fake stuff up?" wrote 
Allison Kaplan Sommer, an 
English-language colum¬ 
nist for the Haaretz daily. 
"Satire or not, I'm afraid the 
American public isgoing to 


be left with the impression, 
that we are, in fact, gun 
fans when the troth is our 
gun control isa million times 
stricterthan in the U.S." 
Baron Cohen, 46, no doubt, 
knows his material. He is an 
observant Jew who be¬ 
longed to a Zionist J ewish 
youth group while in high 
school in England. Upon 
graduation he spenta year 
working and studying on 
a kibbutz in northern Israel 
and has since returned for 
several visits. His fluency in 
Hebrew and grasp of Israeli 
politics and culture has 
found itswayinto hiscome- 
dic acts before. 

In Borat, the fake Kazakh 
that his wacky, misogynist 
and anti-Semitic character 
speaks is actually Hebrew 

— a twist that made the 
2006 movie a fan-favorite 
in Israel. The film is filled with 
Hebrew vulgarities and in 
one scene Borat sings the 
lyrics of the legendary He¬ 
brew folk song "Koom Ba- 
chur Atzel," meaning "get 
up lazy boy." Borat's signa¬ 
ture catch phrase — 'Wa 
wa wee wa,"an expression 
for wow — derives from 
a skit on a popular Israeli 
comedy show. 

Three years later, Baron Co¬ 
hen portrayed Bruno — a 
flamboyant Austrian fash- 
ionista with a Nazi streak 

— and visited Israel, nearly 
sparking a riot in an ultra- 
0 rthodox J ewish neighbor¬ 
hood in Jerusalem after 
strutting down the street in 


a sexed-up Hassidic outfit. 
He also comically referred 
to the chickpea dish "hum¬ 
mus" and the Islamic mili¬ 
tant group "Hamas" inter¬ 
changeably. 

Showtime said Baron Co¬ 
hen was not available for 
interviews about his new 
character. 

With Moore, who has de¬ 
nied multiple a negations he 
pursued romantic or sexual 
relationships toward teen¬ 
age girls while he wasin his 
30s, Morad taps into Israel's 
image as a high-tech na¬ 
tion to introduce its new¬ 
est gadget—a "pedophile 
detector" that naturally 
beepsevery time he swipes 
the wand in front of Moore. 
But even that pales in com¬ 
parison to the humiliation 
heaped on J ason Spencer, 
the Georgia state represen¬ 
tative.

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Bulldozer drivers fighting fires get 'a rush' but also risk

REDDING, Calif. (AP) — Not 

all firefighters carry a hose 
or shovel. 

The adrenaline junkies 
who steer heavy bulldoz¬ 
ers across steep ridges 
face serious hazards, from 
smoke and flames but also 
from unsteady dirt and 
steep terrain that can flip 
them over. The deaths of 
two bulldozer operators 
battling California wildfires 
in July highlighted the dan¬ 
gers confronting these less 
visible firefighters. 

Braden Varney, 36, was 
clearing a fire line near Yo- 
semite National Parkon July 
14 when his vehicle over¬ 
turned and rolled down a 
ridge. Don Ray Smith, 81, 
was overtaken by wildfire 
near Redding last week. 
Drivers of so-called doz¬ 
ers say they are acutely 
aware of the dangers and 
regularly find themselves in 
sticky situations. They do it 
for the thrill, the challenge, 
the good money and the 
opportunity to make a dif¬ 
ference saving people's 
lives and homes. 

"To me, it's the closest thing 
to war without getting shot 
at," said Dustin Westfall, a 
dozer operator working 
for a private contractor 
on the fire near Redding 
that's killed six people. "It's 
pandemonium ... it's wild 
out there. You're getting to 
see 200- to 300-foot flame 
lengths. It's a whole differ¬ 
ent world. It's a rush." 

Dozers are an integral part 
of the battle against large 


blazes but are rarely seen 
in dramatic images of flam¬ 
ing trees and raining ash. 
They use roughly 10-foot 
(3-meter) blades to push 
aside shrubs, brush, grass 
and even trees so the ad¬ 
vancing flames meet bare 
dirt and have nothing to 
consume. Ideally, the lack 
of fuel will stop the fire's 
progress. At the very least, 
it generally will slow down 
the flames. 

Dozers usually work in small 
groups, but sometimes 
alone, in extremely steep 
terrain. Soft soils or hard 
granite can cause them 
to slide. It's hard to see 
because of smoke and 
the dirt they kick up. Fire 
moves faster than heavy 


machines, so shifting winds 
can send flames toward 
bulldozers. 

Because dozers can get 
into places no other equip¬ 
ment can reach, the drivers 
sometimes find themselves 
far away from backup, re¬ 
lying on radio traffic and 
aircraft to tell them what 
the fire is doing. 

Some work close to flames. 
Others build "contingency 
lines" farther back to act as 
a backstop if the first line is 
breached. 

"They're a special breed of 
guys," said Cliff Allen, presi¬ 
dent of the union represent¬ 
ing California Department 
of Forestry and Fire Pro¬ 
tection personnel, includ¬ 
ing dozer operators. "The 
job that they do, it takes 
a special person, because 
they're going up and down 
really steep terrain." 

Dozer operators looking 
to work directly for Cal 
Fire, the state's firefighting 
agency, must have 500 
hours of experience just to 
be considered. Privately 
hired operators have vari¬ 
ous experience levels, but 
all must complete an annu¬ 
al course in fire line safety. 
Authorities have released 
little information about how 
Varney and Smith died. 
Their deaths come two 
years after a dozer trying 
to maneuver around a fire 
engine overturned near Big 
Sur and the operator was 


ejected. Another dozer 
operator was killed in the 
same region in 2007 when 
his rig rolled, causing him to 
hit his head on the wall of 
the cab, according to Cal 
Fire investigative reports. 
The deaths have weighed 
heavily on dozer drivers 
busy with an active fire 
season across the Western 
United States — a remind¬ 
er of the perils that await 
them on the fire line. 

Dean Mullis, a childhood 
friend of Varney's and a 
fellow heavy equipment 
operator for Cal Fire, said 
Varney was devoted to his 
family and unfailingly gen¬ 
erous. 

"Braden would go to a fire. 


get covered in dirt, come 
home and play crocodile 
with his kids on his living 
room carpet," Mullis said. 
"He was a man's man, and 
he was a father first and 
foremost." 

He came from a bulldoz¬ 
ing family — his father was 
a dozer driver for Cal Fire, 
and the two started a 
grading and excavating 
business. 

Smith, a bulldozer operator 
working for a private com¬ 
pany on contract for the 
state, "always had some 
good laughs and good sto¬ 
ries" and liked to sit outside 
his trailer drinking beer with 
friends, said Vaughn Hoh- 
ing, who used to fight fires 
as a bulldozer operator 
and said he worked often 
with Smith. 

When he wasn’t fighting 
fires, Smith lived and worked 
on a horse ranch in Pollock 
Pines, east of Sacramento, 
repairing things, plowing 
snow and performing other 
maintenance. Smith had 
lots of experience working 
outdoors with heavy equip¬ 
ment. 

At 81, Smith was one of the 
older guys working on fires, 
but dozer operators said 
it's common for people to 
work into their 60s and 70s. 
Fighting fire is a special¬ 
ized skill, and while the pay 
is good, it's an expensive 
business to get into. 

"If you're in a bad mood, go 
see Don," Hohing said. "You 
always felt better when you 
left.'U
